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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 13-31 are in the application with claims 13-28 as previously presented 
and claims 30-31 as new. It is noted that claim 15 although is labeled as previously 
presented contains oxygen different than the amount previously claim. However since it 
is presented as no change, the examiner will consider the amount of oxygen as 
previously presented, i.e. 3-10.2% by mass. Applicant however should try to fix this 
problem in response to this office action. 

2. The filing of Terminal Disclaimer on 12/22/04 has overcome the rejection of 
obviousness-type double patenting. The rejection of claims 13-14 and 16-28 as 
anticipated by WO 00/15555 is also withdrawn in view of applicant's response. 
However the claims are rejected for the reason listed below. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the nianner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, dear, concise, and exact temis as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 13-14, 16-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The claims contain new matter because while 
the application as originally filed provides support for oxygen content of from 3% to 
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10.2% by mass, there is no support for oxygen content of 3% by mass or more wfiich 
includes any amount higher tlian 10.2% by mass. 

5. Claims 15, 30 and 31 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
